"We're looking to have (the assessments) done 
by the end of the month," said Assessor John Mello. "The 
only thing is (Town Accountant) Claudette Coutu's avail- 
ability." 

Ms. Coutu said she would be away from mid-Oc- 
tober through November, but if all the necessary paper- 
work is filed in time, that shouldn't be a problem. 

"After we submit everything, then it's up to (the 
Department of Revenue) to certify (the tax rate)," added 
Assessor Jana Cavanaugh. "If everything goes well, that 
shouldn't be a problem. If we can get all the (assess- 
ment) values up to the state by the end of September, it 
shouldn't be a problem." 

"Basically, unless there's any glitches, it's reason- 
able that we could meet those dates, then," Chairman 
Laboa said. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to hold 
the fall Special Town Meeting on October 24 as suggested. 

"We don't anticipate a large excess levy (this 
year)," Ms. Cavanaugh said. 

The Board of Assessors also informed the board 
they have submitted an article for the Special Town Meet- 
ing warrant to increase the town's per-mile reimburse- 
ment rate for employee travel to coincide with the going 
Internal Revenue Service (IRS) expense rate. The current 
rate is well below the going IRS rate and was previously 
set by a Town Meeting vote. Ms. Cavanaugh suggested it 
made sense to keep it on par with the standard IRS reim- 
bursement rate so they wouldn't have to vote to adjust it 
as the IRS rate changed in the future. 

The board next signed and approved a request 
from Fire Chief Scott Ashworth to waive an ambulance 
fee in the amount of $454.80 for a mutual aid incident in 
2003.

CANINE ALLERGIES 

My dog spends lots of time chewing and licking at his 
feet. What does this mean? 

Your dog is showing signs of allergies. People with 
allergies tend to cough and sneeze. Dogs tend to 
chew, lick and rub.

into Mary's Pond and also canoe and car-top boat access 
off Perry's Lane. 

Ms. Farinon first advised that when they previ- 
ously met to discuss public access to Mary's Pond, there 
was some concern from residents and abutters over park- 
ing at the Mary's Pond Road location. 

"Right now there's an outstanding land manage- 
ment agreement with the state which has been put on 
hold," Ms. Farinon said. "Mr. Cameron is here tonight to 
present a new proposal ... and land management agree- 
ment." 

Mr. Cameron suggested an alternate parking and 
access site off Perry's Lane for so-called canoe and car- top 
boat access to the pond. This would replace the previ- 
ously suggested 12-vehicle parking area at Mary's Pond. 

"There's really no changes to it, other than the 
nvimber of parking spaces allocated," Mr. Cameron said. 
"The town could provide additional parking spaces there 
... but for our purposes, you don't need it. Typically a site 
for us is six to eight parking spaces." 

Mr. Cameron suggested that because residents 
and abutters had raised concerns over the initial proposal, 
it would be wise to make them aware of the newly -re- 
vised plan. As such, the board agreed to notify said abut- 
ters to attend their next meeting on Monday, September 
19 at 7:00 pm to review the newly-revised proposal. 

"We were close to nine years in permitting for 
this project," Ms. Farinon said. "The National Species and 
Wildlife (Board) was our biggest hurdle."

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Laser Treatment of Spider Veins 

Spider veins are networks of small veins 
in the skin. While some people do report 
that the veins are uncomfortable, causing a 
burning or itching sensation, they are in no 
way dangerous. Spider veins do not cause 
a disability nor are they indicative of any 
other disease. As such, no insurance covers 
their treatment—it is considered a "cosmetic 
procedure".

Rochester Fire Gets Grant 

The Department of Homeland Security is pleased 
to announce the awarding of a year 2005 Assistance to 
Firefighters Grant (AFG) to the Rochester Fire Depart- 
ment. The $76,000 grant will be used by the Rochester Fire 
Department to fund new self-contained breathing appa- 
ratus (SCBA). The new SCBA's will replace units that are 
up to 20 years old. The new units will feature advanced 
safety features not available on the older breathing appa- 
ratus. 

The AFG requires a 5 percent local match to be 
eligible for the $76,000. Voters will be asked to approve 
$4,000 this fall. 

AFG will issue approximately 5,500 awards worth 
nearly $600 million in direct assistance to firefighters and 
first responders throughout the country, demonstrat- 
ing Homeland Security's commitment to ensuring that 
America's firefighters have the resources they need to 
protect their communities. 

"We recognize the importance of the Fire Act 
Grants to our nation's fire departments and we will 
continue to work closely with the fire service community 
to meet their needs," said Matt A. Mayer, Acting Execu- 
tive Director of the Office for State and Local Government 
Coordination & Preparedness (SLGCP). 

"The Assistance to Firefighters grants represent 
a major effort by the federal government to ensure the 
nation's firefighters continue to have the basic capabil- 
ity they require to do their jobs, improve safety and save 
lives," said David Paulison, Administrator of the Depart- 
ment of Homeland Security's United States Fire Adminis- 
tration.

While his com- 
panions chose to stay in Honolulu, the ship's next port-of- 
call, Manjiro completed the return voyage to Fairhaven, 
where he learned English, navigation, surveying and 
shipcraft. Ten years later, he returned to Japan and played 
a pivotal role in his country's entry into the modern era. 

Fairhaven's role in this cross-cultural relationship 
has long attracted Japanese visitors, student and exchange 
programs — and even Japan's Crown Prince Akihito in 
1987. The Fairhaven /New Bedford - Tosashimizu Sister 
City Committee is the official sponsor of the Tenth John

Your Questions on Dental Implants 

I must have some teeth extracted and I intend to have implants placed to 
restore my ability to chew. Can a dental implant be placed at the same visit as the 
teeth are extracted? 



A 



Yes, but placing a dental implant immediately and at the time of the extraction depends upon the 
amount of available bone and the lack of active infection in the area. Placing the implant at the same visit helps 
to preserve both the width and height of bone and may eliminate the necessity of placing bone grafts 

where the bone naturally shrinks back after extractions. During the first year after a tooth has been removed, as 
much as 40-50% of the bone's width can be lost. In cases where an implant can be placed unmediately following 
the extraction, it is sometimes necessary to use tissue regeneration material to keep the gum tissue from growing 
into the space between the implant and the extracted tooth's socket. This protects the area so that new bone may 
integrate with the implant. However, sometimes tooth infection has destroyed the bone to such an extent, that it 
becomes necessary to do a separate bone grafting procedure, prior to implant placement. If it is possible to place 
the implant at the same visit the teeth are extracted, you can save at least 3 months in healing time. Otherwise, 
you'll need to wait for the extraction site to fully heal before an implant can be placed.

Otis to Stay Open 

The Base Closure and Realignment Commission, 
the so-called BRAC Commission, issued a final report, in 
which it changed course and leaves open Otis Air Nation- 
al Guard Base. In the report, the Commission directs that 
the base be "realigned" rather than closed, which means 
it will continue to be an operating Air National Guard 
Base with the likelihood of taking on additional new 
missions. The commission's report also specified that the 
recommendation does not change the manpower levels of 
the Massachusetts Air National Guard, avoiding drastic 
reductions that were originally expected with the prospec- 
tive closure of Otis. 

The commission's report makes no change to its 
recommendation to move a squadron of F-15s from Otis 
to Barnes out in Westfield, nor does it change its recom- 
mendation to move the A-lOs out of Massachusetts. 

This final result represents a victory for the Mas- 
sachusetts effort, led by Senator Kennedy and Governor 
Romney with the support of Senator Kerry and Congress- 
man Delahunt to fight to save Otis in the BRAC process. 
It rejects the Defense Department's original recommen- 
dation to close the base. As a result of the Commission's 
change, no major base in Massachusetts was closed in the 
2005 Base Realignment and Closure process. 

Senator Kennedy said: "Otis has a new lease on 
life. The revised report means the base will continue, but 
with new missions that will give it a strong future role

region." 

"The Base Closure Commission listened to our 
arguments and decided to keep Otis Air Force Base open 
and keep our Massachusetts Air National Guard at cur- 
rent levels," said Governor Romney. "These are important 
victories, with positive long-term impacts for Massachu- 
setts. I want to thank Senator Kennedy, our entire congres- 
sional delegation and Attorney General Tom Reilly for the 
focused and bipartisan effort that was made to present an 
effective and convincing case to the Commission."

The Exorcism of Emily Rose. Starring 
Laura Liirney and Tom Wilkinson. Directed 
by Scott Derrickson. Running time: 115 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Back when The Exorcist was terrifying millions, 
Pauline Kael dismissed it as "the biggest recruiting 
poster the Catholic Church has had since the sunnier 
days of Going My Way and The Bells of St. Mary's." 
Well, The Exorcism of Emily Rose might be trying to 
be the biggest recruiting poster since The Passion of 
the Christ. This glum and undistinguished drama — it's 
certainly nothing so crass as a horror movie, despite the 
spooky come-on of the marketing — focuses on the battle between faith and science. 
A nineteen-year-old girl, Emily Rose (Jennifer Carpenter), died of malnutrition and 
general physical disrepair. (This isn't a spoiler — it's established from the start.) The 
solemn priest entrusted with her care, Father Richard Moore (Tom Wilkinson), has 
been charged with homicidal negligence; clearly Emily's problems were medical, not 
spiritual. Who's right. Father Moore or the law? 

Enter Erin Bruner (Laura Linney), the worldly lawyer tapped by the Archdio- 
cese to defend Father Moore. We know she's worldly because she sips martinis at an 
upscale bar after getting a murderer off on a technicality. Also, she's agnostic, which 
is important. Grudgingly, she takes the case, going head to head with aggressive 
prosecutor Ethan Thomas (Campbell Scott with a bad- guy mustache) , a self-described 
man of faith who nonetheless can't hide his contempt for Father Moore's handling 
of Emily's ailment. (Also, he's not Catholic. That's important, too.) The noble priest 
doesn't actually care whether he goes to jail — he just wants to tell the truth about 
what happened to Emily. 

What about the movie? The Exorcism of Emily Rose claims to be based on a 
true story — the story of Anneliese Michel, a German girl whose death resulted in her 
parents, as well as the two priests who "exorcised" her, being charged and convicted 
of manslaughter. Some have said that Anneliese 's symptoms were consistent with 
major neurological illness and the psychological complications that can arise from 
it (a devoutly religious person, as Anneliese and the fictionalized Emily were, might 
interprether affliction as demonic). So, too, with Emily,andeverything the disapproving 
prosecutor says made perfect sense to this agnostic critic. Your mileage may vary if 
you believe that exorcisms are anything more than throwing pretty words ineffectually 
at brain damage. 

We get a few flashbacks illustrating the possible rational explanation for Emily 's 
behavior, but they are fleeting. The real meat of the flashbacks takes Father Moore's 




interpretation completely to heart, including an admittedly intense, high-pitched 
exorcism attempt in a bam. More significandy. Father Moore warns Erin that "dark 
forces" are surrounding the trial — keeping up with it on CNN, one assumes — and 
that she may find herself "under attack" from demons. Which she does. She wakes up 
at 3:00 every night, and eerie things happen. Since we see things happen that can't be 
explained away by science, there's no question which side the movie is on. It's neither 
a serious film nor a horror movie (aside from the exciting sequence in the bam); it's 
just an agenda put on celluloid. And the agenda is. Father knows best; the Church 
knows best, and never mind all those lurid stories about child-molesting priests. 

I don't know whether Jennifer Carpenter can act in a more everyday role, but 
in the demanding role of Emily Rose she performs with more energy and pathos than 
even Linda Blair all those years ago. She has a haunted look even before the demons 
take her. She manages to outshine her more high-powered costars, who both look 
stranded; Linney has to pursue a murky, ill-defined character arc, and tormented 
sincerity comes a bit too easily to Willdnson. (I prefer the Mbertine-in-a-coUar he 
played in 1996's Priest.) The direction by Scott Derrickson is pleasingly realistic in 
spots — the heavy creaking floor in die Rose household after tragedy — and TV-ish 
in others; the only scene of any real visual sophistication, when a hysterical Emily 
skitters through the rainy night past blood-red windows, looks like an outtake from 
Dario Argento's Suspiria. 

After mean old Ethan Thomas delivers his closing statement insisting on facts 
— boo ! hiss ! — Erin takes her tum, and doesn't actually refute anything, merely asks 
the jury to xcept that Father Moore's version of events might be possible. In other 
words, the possibility of the Catholic Church's absolute authority in all matters should 
guide a serious legal decision (next week. Father Moore takes on Roe v. Wade!). The 
moviedoesn'tmissabutton-pushing trick. Emily's problems don'tstart until she leaves 
her religious family and goes to college — that hotbed of (gasp) intellectualism — and, 
worse yet, starts dating a boy. Poor Emily goes fi"om one patemal hell to the next, and 
at the end, in court. Father Moore reads a letter she wrote that, in effect, exculpates him 
and his role in her death. Could this letter be interpreted as the delusions of a deeply 
sick girl in the throes of religious mania and terror? Could fliis movie be a reactionary 
tract disguised as a horror-drama? As Erin might say, it's possible.

I can still picture the gatefold cover of comedian Steve 
Martin's album Comedy Is Not Pretty which depicted Martin's 
wig-wearing, lipstick- smeared mug pursing his lips toward the 
camera. The bit in his live show and subsequent album said a lot 
about how most comedians during the late 1970s had to use sheer 
shock value and vulgarity in their acts to get anyone's attention. 
Although a few clever comics like Martin and Bill Cosby man- 
aged to deliver relatively "clean" routines, the majority ended 
up evolving from Richard Pryor to Eddie Murphy to the likes of 
Sam Kinison and Andrew "Dice" Clay, whose act was steeped in 
filth. 

Nevertheless, it was some of this latter edgy and raw material 
that skirted the boimdaries of decency so well that it still managed 
to make us laugh. It's a lesson that I fear many in the Hollywood 
system have forgotten when it comes to appeasing a large segment 
of their audience: adults. 

Witness the latest and ongoing trend of marketing movies 
solely to teenagers. I can't remember a period when so many films 
have bent over backwards to remain within the confines of a "PG" 
or more ambiguous "PG-13" rating. 





Based on the fact that two of the summer's biggest surprise 
hits: Wedding Crashers (left) and The 40-Year-Old Virgin (above) 
were both R-rated and decidedly raunchy "adult" comedies barken- 
ing back to the days of Animal House and Porky 's, shouldn't that 
send Hollywood a message about why people just aren't venturing 
out to see movies in theaters anymore? I consider myself some- 
thing of a movie buff, but these were two of the very few movies 
I made an effort to see over the summer. Granted, they each had 
their moments, but I think they were rare exceptions of more adult 
film offerings that benefitted from a glut of PG-13 teen fare. 

I hate to sound like a cranky old man, but even my beloved 
horror film genre has been crippled by Hollywood's pursuit of the 
teen audience. As such, nearly every recent horror film has been 
released with a PG-13 rating ... only to bow on DVD and video 
scant months later in a special "unrated" version. 

But there is a bright side: since apparently no one making 
the important decisions in Hollywood has an original idea in their 
collective heads, I'm confident the breakout success of Crashers 
and Virgin will, of course, lead to a string of similarly offensive 
R-rated clones hoping to cash in on the recently-forgotten adult 
market. So instead of the latest spooky supernatural-ghost-movie- 
inspired-by-a-slow-paced-Japanese-horror-flick, we'll probably 
get The 40-Year-Old Wedding Crasher. 

At least that would be refreshing for a change.
